on board, whom they may possibly never 
meet again, this'side of the grave. 


The response was weeping and "waver- 


ing adieus" to: husbands and fathers.

small band pent up in an isolated fort and 
completely surrounded by instruments of 
death, as .'forts could 'be seen from the 
steamer's .'deck, with their guns pointing to- 
ward Sumter.

The gentlemen who proclaim this policy 
would do well to keep quiet. Their money 
does not vote, and it is just possible, after 
all, that, although they may have a larger 
amount- in fewer hands than the rest of 
mankind, the aggregate in possession of the 
many may be larger than theirs. If this 
policy is persisted in, we hope the people 
at large will T>e permitted to subscribe to 
this loan. Let subscriptions be opened in 
all the principal cities, and let small 
amounts be accepted, instead of allowing. 
the whole sum to be monopolized- in the1 


hands of a few overgrown bankers. Louis 
Napoleon tried this plan and it succeeded 
admirably. 
We see no reason why it may 


not be successful in this country. 


A Northwestern Armory.

.AFFAIRS IN NEW ORLEANS.—Everything 


in this city appears to be in rapid progress 
toward a war establishment. Trade is at a 
stand still; tho importation of merchan- 
dise has almost wholly ceased ; the ware- 
houses of the federal government are every- 
where literally glutted with bonded goods ; 
the banks are remorselessly curtailing their 
discounts ; ordinary creditors are endeavor- 
ing by all means short of legal pressure to 
lessen the liabilities of their debtors ; stores 
and manufactories, traders and mechanics 
are diminishing their expenses by the dis- 
charge of hands, and, savethe office-holders, 
an influential, wealthy, and important body, 
electorally considered, everybody looks du- 
bious and bewildered, not knowing what to 
expect or what may happen. The proceed- 
ings at Baton Rouge will take no one by sur- 
prise. The legislature is engaged in spend- 
ing money profusely, and the convention is 
engaged in laying down a broad foundation 
for the erection of a monstrous superstruc- 
ture of debt. The governor, who doubtless 
knows what he says, assures the public that 
the resources of tho state are, if not inex- 
haustible, in a most flourishing condition ; 
that there is a surplus in the treasury ; that 
certain trusts funda of considerable amount 
may be used, like bread in a cheap restaur- 
ant, 'at discretion ; that everybody is well 
off, happy and independent; that railroads 
upon which the people have generously ex-, 
pended or squandered millions are not only 
prosperous, but affluent, although the sixty 
day notes of one of the largest of them, iu 
sums often dollars (for labor) and upwards, 
are-to be met with everywhere.

But if the United States would, 
merely hold and retake its own forts, and 
collect the duties, or withhold the mails 
where they were habitually violated, would 
any of all these things be invasion or coer- 
cion? Do professional Union lovers, re- 
solved to resist coercion, understand that 
such things as these on the part of the Uni- 
ted States would be coercion or invasion ? 
If they do, their idea of preservation.is ex- 
ceedingly thin and airy. Ia.their view, the 
Union as a family relation would seem to 
be no regulur marriage, but a sort of free 
love arrangement to be maintained by per- 
sonal attractions. 
In what consists the 


special sacredness of a state ? I speak not 
of the position assigned to a state by the 
constitution, for that by the bond we all re- 
cognize. 


If a state or county posess equal rights in 


territory and inhabitants, in what, as a mat- 
ter of principle is the state better than the 
eounty ? Would an axchange of names be 
an exchange of rights upon principle ?— 
By what rightful principle may a state, being 
not more than one-fifteenth part of the na- 
tion in size and population, break up the 
nation and then coerce the larger division 
of itself? What mysterious right to place 
is conferred on adistrict of country with its 
people calling it a state? 


Mr. Lincoln, in conclusion, said he was 


not asserting anything, but asking questions 
for them to consider, and decide in their own 
minds what was right and what was wrong.

The London Times thus closes 8a article 


on the case of the negro Anderson, whos« 
surrender in Canada is demanded by the 
United States : 


We dp not seek to conceal from ourselves 


the vast importance of the impending is- 
sue. If the decision be in favor of the ne- 
gro, we cannot help seeing! that at a very 
critical moment a most weighty and dama- 
giug censure will have been passed by the 
highest authority on the laws and practices 
of the United States— a censure :not likely 
to be soon forgotten or forgiven, since it 
must be founded on the. assumption that 
their laws cannot be enforced, because they 
are contrary to the very first principles of 
natural justice. 
If, on the other hand, the 


decision should be against the negro, we 
cannot regard without apprehension the ex-; 
citement of feelings in this country which 
may, for years to come, poison our relations 
with one half the United States. We, at 
least, are not accustomed to act as bailiffs, 
or as goalers for the slaveowners of the 
south, and it has been long since England 
has experienced a day of such-humiliation 
as she would feel, if, through the provisions 
of a treaty negotiated and entered inlo for 
other objects, she felt herself compelled, by 
the charge of a crime the existence of 
which she does not admit, to surrender a 
slave who has .lived in freedom seven years 
under the protection of her laws to the 
hands, not of his infuriated master, but of 
that mob which holds a reign of undisputed 
terror over the free and black population 
of fifteen Anglo Saxon republics. ;
